Section 1. Section 2.47, Code 2023, is amended to read as3

follows:4

2.47 Procedure.5

The chairpersons of the committees on budget appropriations6

shall serve as co-chairpersons of the legislative fiscal7

committee. The legislative fiscal committee shall determine8

its own method of procedure and shall meet as often as deemed9

necessary, subject to the approval of the legislative council.10

It shall keep a record of its proceedings which shall be open11

to public inspection, and it shall inform the legislative12

council in advance concerning the dates of meetings of the13

committee.14

Sec. 2. Section 2.51, Code 2023, is amended to read as15

follows:16

2.51 Visitations.17

The legislative fiscal committee, with the approval of the18

legislative council, may direct a subcommittee, which shall be19

composed of the chairpersons and minority party ranking members20

of the appropriate subcommittees of the committees on budget21

appropriations of the senate and the house of representatives22

and the chairpersons of the appropriate standing committees23

of the general assembly, to visit the offices and facilities24

of any state office, department, agency, board, bureau,25

or commission to review programs authorized by the general26

assembly and the administration of the programs. When the27

legislative fiscal committee visits the offices and facilities28

of any state office, department, agency, board, bureau,29

or commission to review programs authorized by the general30

assembly and the administration of the programs, there shall be31

included the chairpersons and minority party ranking members32

of the appropriate subcommittees of the committees on budget33

appropriations of the senate and the house of representatives.34

The legislative council may appoint a member of the35
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subcommittee or standing committee to serve in place of that1

subcommittee’s or standing committee’s chairperson or minority2

party ranking member on the legislative fiscal visitation3

committee or subcommittee if that person will be absent. The4

subcommittee and the legislative fiscal committee shall be5

provided with information by the legislative services agency6

concerning budgets, programs, and legislation authorizing7

programs prior to any visitation. Members of a committee shall8

be compensated pursuant to section 2.10, subsection 5. The9

subcommittee shall make reports and recommendations as required10

by the legislative fiscal committee.11

Sec. 3. Section 8.39, subsection 4, Code 2023, is amended12

to read as follows:13

4. Prior to any transfer of funds pursuant to subsection14

1 or 2 of this section or a transfer of an allocation from15

a subunit of a department which statutorily has independent16

budgeting authority, the director shall notify the chairpersons17

of the standing committees on budget appropriations of the18

senate and the house of representatives and the chairpersons of19

subcommittees of such committees of the proposed transfer. The20

notice from the director shall include information concerning21

the amount of the proposed transfer, the departments,22

institutions or agencies affected by the proposed transfer and23

the reasons for the proposed transfer. Chairpersons notified24

shall be given at least two weeks to review and comment on the25

proposed transfer before the transfer of funds is made.26

charitable organization other than the person. A person2

whose sole responsibility is to mail fund-raising fundraising3

literature is not a professional commercial fund-raiser. A4

lawyer, investment counselor, or banker who advises a person5

to make a charitable contribution is not, as a result of such6

advice, a professional commercial fund-raiser. A bona fide7

salaried officer, employee, or volunteer of a charitable8

organization is not a professional commercial fund-raiser.9

Sec. 6. Section 15E.64, subsection 7, Code 2023, is amended10

to read as follows:11

7. After incorporation, the Iowa capital investment12

corporation shall conduct a national solicitation for13

investment plan proposals from qualified venture capital14

investment fund allocation managers for the raising and15

investing of capital by the Iowa fund of funds in accordance16

with the requirements of this subchapter. Any proposed17

investment plan shall address the applicant’s level of18

experience, quality of management, investment philosophy and19

process, probability of success in fund-raising fundraising,20

prior investment fund results, and plan for achieving the21

purposes of this subchapter. The selected venture capital22

investment fund allocation manager shall be a person23

with substantial, successful experience in the design,24

implementation, and management of seed and venture capital25

investment programs and in capital formation. The corporation26

shall only select a venture capital investment fund allocation27

manager with demonstrated expertise in the management and28

fund allocation of investments in venture capital funds. The29

corporation shall select the venture capital investment fund30

allocation manager deemed best qualified to generate the amount31

of capital required by this subchapter and to invest the32

capital of the Iowa fund of funds.33

Sec. 7. Section 22.7, subsection 52, paragraph c, Code 2023,34

is amended to read as follows:35
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c. Except as provided in paragraphs “a” and “b”, portions1

of records relating to the receipt, holding, and disbursement2

of gifts made for the benefit of regents institutions and3

made through foundations established for support of regents4

institutions, including but not limited to written fund-raising5

fundraising policies and documents evidencing fund-raising6

fundraising practices, shall be subject to this chapter.7

July 1, 1983, may be in registered form. An issuer of public26

bonds or obligations may designate for a term as agreed upon,27

one or more persons, corporations, partnerships, or other28

associations located within or without the state to serve as29

trustee, transfer agent, registrar, depository, or paying or30

other agent in connection with the public bonds or obligations31

and to carry out services and functions which are customary in32

such capacities or convenient or necessary to comply with the33

intent and provisions of this chapter.34

pursuant to this chapter, including, but not limited to, a30

legal action for injunctive relief. The county attorney or31

any other attorney acting on behalf of the chief of a fire32

department or a fire prevention officer may institute legal33

proceedings, including, but not limited to, a legal action for34

injunctive relief, to obtain compliance or enforce the penalty35
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provisions or orders issued pursuant to section 100.13.1

approved by the board during the three-year period for which a10

license is granted. The contact hours shall include a minimum11

of six contact hours studying the national electrical code12

described in section 103.6, and the remaining contact hours may13

include study of electrical circuit theory, blueprint reading,14

transformer and motor theory, electrical circuits and devices,15

control systems, programmable controllers, and microcomputers16

or any other study of electrical-related material that is17

approved by the board. Any additional hours studying the18

national electrical code shall be acceptable.

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chiropractic shall not be required to utilize any of the1

adjunctive procedures specified in section 151.1, subsection2

engaged in agriculture which results from disease or injury.2

The state university of Iowa is primarily responsible for the3

management of agricultural health and injury programs at the4

center.
